T have been much delighted with a 


Rttle Piece of Chief Juſtice Hak's, con- 
cerning ſetting the Poor to work. His 
Methods are naturally productive of 
the Deſign, and the Conſequences are 


of great Importance. It's true, ſome 


fofter Names than thoſe of Bridewell, 
Houſes of Correction, and Work-honſes, 
and good Management, would invite 
the young Ones into a working Society 
with Credit and Delight, and their 
Continuance there for a ſtated Time 
ſhould be equivalent to an Appren- 
ticeſhip. And then Induſtry and Emu- 
lation-in Trade would be faſhionable, 
and the Criminals might receive Chaſ- 
tiſement in ſeparate Places. It muſt be 
confeſs'd we have now excellent Laws

HAving treated of the Rates and Taxations 
made and to be made in every Pariſh, to- 
wards. the Relief of the Poor, and who are 
taxable, and what Eſtates, and in what Manner, 
and what is to be done, if the Pariſh is ſo poor 
as not to be able to relieve their own Poor, and 
the Remedy in levying the _ upon Refulers 
to pay their Rates ; as alſo how Ha 
Pariſhes are to be rated ; let us now conſider 
what is to be done with ſuch, who over-burthen 
the Town or Pariſh with poor Perſons.

prentices, gens the Me Children Fl their Age 7 
twenty-four, and the Women Children till their Age 
of twenty-one Tears or Marriage; the * to be as 
Feltual to all Purpoſes, as if ſuch Child were of full © 
Age, and by Indenture of Covenant bound him or her- 
ih, Stat. 43 Eliz. c. 2. f. 5. To which, this Ad- 
dition is made in the Stat. 1 Jac. 25. (viz.) That all 
ſuch Perſons, to whom the Overſeers of the Poor ſhall 
according to the ſaid Act bind any Children Appren- 
tices, may take, receive, and keep them as Apprentices, 
auy former Statute to the contrary notwithſtanding ;- 
and there is an Addition in the Statute 3 Car. 1. 
c. 4. by which the fame are made further to con- 
tinue. 


All ſuch Children of the Age of Seven Tears or 
above, ſo bound Apprentices, 2 be taken and kept 
as Apprentices by their Maſters, bur fuch Binding 
muſt be by Indenture, The Form of ſuch Inden- 
ture vide in p. 217.

The Churchwardens and Overſeers (with 
Content of the ſaid — as it ſeems): may im- 
poſe upon ſuch.

And an Order was made at the Council- Board, 
to quicken the Juſtices in all the Counties to the 
like Rule: And by Foſter ( hief Juſtice, The Sta- 
tute would be uſelets, ſhould not there be a 
Compulſion to take as well as to ſet out. And 
it is part of the Reſolution of the Judges, that 
Conſideration ſhould be had of the Age of ſuch 
Children. Windham conceived, the Meaning of 
the Law was to advance Hnsbandry, and not to 
bind to other Trades; and it is intended the Sei- 
ſions (being a Court) will do juſtly, and yet he 
thought they may place ſuch Children where 
they pleaſe.

Certainly the raiſing of Stocks, and providing 


Work-houſes to ſet able Poor at Work, aad to 
train up Children in the ſame, is the molt effectu- 
al Remedy to prevent the Swarms of idle and 
vagrant Perſons in every County : This would 
be the Way to pluck up the idle Weeds by the 
Roots, and to accuſtom People ro Laboriouſneſa, 
Induſtry and —— ; then we ſhould ſeldom 
be at the: Colt to 1elieve. any but the old and 

impotent. 
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impotent. We have in the Statute of 43 Eliz. 
c. 2, Power given to the Overſeers to raiſe 
Stocks, by rating the Pariſhioners, and ſetting 
the Poor at work, quod vid. p. 1, 2. but that Law is 
deficient, and doth not anſwer the Ends and 
Purpoſes deſign'd. I diſtinguiſh Work- houſes 
from Houſes of Correction, for Perſons will not 
willingly apply themſelves thither ; whereas if 
a good Courſe were taken, and good Ulage in 
Stocks and Proviſion, with orderly Management, 
it would be rather a Society or College of Artifi- 
cers, than a Bridewell, and the Work would be 
cheerfully carry d on. 1. There is no Power in 
the Juſtices of Peace, or fome ſuperintendent 
Power, to compel the raiſing of a Stock, where 
the Churchwardens and Overſeers neglect it. 
2. The Act chargeth gvery Pariſh apart, and it 
may be they can-do little towards it ; neither 
would it be to effectual, as if three or four ad- 
joining Pariſhes did contribute to the raiſing of a 
Stock, proportionable to their Poor reſpectively.

Of Settlement. What hath been deem'd a 
Legal Settlement, or not, What Juſti- 
ces are empower'd about removing and 
ſettling of Wife, Children, Servants.. 
Of Settlement, in reference to Baſtards 
and Mothers: Of Settlement by the AZ 
of 14 Car. 2. Of Diſturbance within 
Forty Days. Of Removal, Who are- 
likely to be chargeable, or not. Of Secu 
rity for ſaving the Pariſh harmleſs. Of 
the AF of Settlement made 3 & 4 W. 
& M. and how far the Law is alter d 
thereby. 


I Shall now come to that which hath been full 
of Perplexity in our Books, and which hath- 


created more Trouble to the Officers and Juſtices, 
than any one Point of this Law; (viz.) Settle»- 
ments, Removals, Diſturbances, Cc. 

And 1n this, 1 ſhall conſider how the Law 
hath been, and wherein it is alter'd, that ſo we. 
may the better know how it ſtands at this Day. 


1 
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And this in reference to the Poor in gene- 
— — Servants, and Baſtard-Children parti- 
cularly. 

Now as to the Places of ſettling, they are two, 
the Place of one's Birth, and the Place of laſt 
Settlement, if it may be known. Vagrant 
Rogues are to be ſent to their Place of Birth, 
others to the Places of their laſt Settlement ; and 
therefore, if one be born in one Pariſh, and after- 
wards is an Inhabitant, or in Service in another 
Pariſh, if he grow poor and impotent, or wan- 
der, he muſt be found by that Town wherein he 
dwelt, and not be ſent to his Place of Birth; 
But if he turn a Vagabond, (ſturdy Rogue, he 
mult be ſent to the Place of his Eirth. 2 Bul- 
rode 352. Reſol. 9. By 12 A. Sefl. 2. c. 23. con- 
cerning YVagrants, If a Vagrant be apprehended, 
be ſhall be ſent to the Place he was laſt legally 
ſett led at, and not to the Place of his Birth. Thoſe 
that have Houſes when their Terms are expir d, 
and Servants whole Time of Service is ended, if 
they are not impotent, are to provide themſelves 
Houſes and Places ; it they cannot, they are to be 
fet to work by the Overſeers, if able; but if ſuch 
Perſons wander abroad, begging out of the Pa- 
Tiſh, then they (hall be ſent as Vagabonds to the 
Place of their Birth. To this Purpoſe was the 
Caſe of theTowns of Ximmalton _——_ 7 Car. 
at Hereford Aſfizes, 1631. V. and his Wite liv'd at 


Layitas five Years, and after came into Kinmmal- 
ton, and did there rent an Houſe for a Year, and 
having Children, the Town fearing they would 
be chargeable to them, procur'd a Juſtice of Peace 
to charge the Landlord to warn them out of his 
Houle, or to put in Security to fave the Town 
harmleſs ; 
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harmleſs; the Landlord put them out at the 
Year's' End, and let the Houſe to another: N. 
complains to the Jultices, who order, That the 
Town of Kimmalion (hould provide him an 
Houſe, paying an yearly Rent, or elſe that the 
Overſeers of the Poor do provide for them; 
which they refus'd to do, and fo were in Con- 
tempt. Whereupon W. complains to the Judge 
of Aſſize, Per Whitlock: The Order made by 
the Juſtices was againſt Law, for that W. was 
neither poor nor impotent within the Statute 
47 Elix. c. 2. but W. is to provide himſelf an 

ouſe, and he might go back to Layſtat, wherc 
he formerly liv'd, and had Means. Blftr. 2. 242. 


If he become impotent, Kimmalton mult provide 


for him. 

If the Caſe of Settlement of a poor Child be 
between two Pariſhes, the Court uſually refers 
it to the Judges, of Aſſ ze; but if between two 
Counties, this Court will determine it. 3 Keb. 
644. The King and Tening. 


What hath been deem'd a legal Settlement, and 
what not. | 


As to that, we find theſe Rules : 

Every one who is ſettled as a Native, an Hou- 
ſholder, a Sojourner, Apprentice, or a Servant 
retain'd for one Month at the leaft, without a 
jult Complaint made to remove Him or Her, 
ſhall be held to be ſettled, (except there be any 
Practice in the Caſe, vid. infra) Reſolv. 26 This 
one Month is alter d to forty Days, vid. infra ; 
yet an Abode by the Space of a Month, muſt not 
be to live or keep privately ſometimes 1n one 
Houſe, ſometimes in another; or to abide 2 

reaſon 
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reaſon of Sickneſs, Lunacy, Lameneſs, &c. nor 
toa Nurſe Child, nor to a Scholar at School, or 
at Univerſity, or Perſons ſent to an Hoſpital or 
Houſe of Correction, or to the Common Gaol, 
but their Settlement 1s where their Parents are 
ſettled, or themſelves laſt lawfully ſettled. Re- 
ſolv. 32. | 

If one be retain'd. in Service only, or had but 
hir'd a Houſe, the Law unſettles not ſuch Per- 
ſons. MIote, ſuch as ſhall by indirect Means hin- 
der a poor Man from hiring an Houſe, may for 
ſuch Diſturbance be indicted upon the Statute 
for cauſing them to turn Rogues. 39. Eliz. c. 5. 

And it is finable to remove or put any out of 

the Pariſh who ought not to be put out, and the 
Perſons ſo remov'd may be ſent back. Dalt. 98. 
8 11. For. the Law unſettles none who are law- 
fu 7 ſettled, nor permits it to be done, by Compul ſion 
or by Practice. 
Nosettlement can be legal, that is brought about 
by Con Practice or Agreement. There- 
fore if a Pariſh will have a Man born in A. but 
ſettled with them, to go and wander, and beg 
in D. that he may be ſent to A. and he doth fo ; 
he muſt be ſent back to the Pariſh from whence 
he came. 

No Settlement is legal, that is brought about 
by Compulſion. Therefore ift a Man born in A. 
be ſettled.in B. and he 1s there thruſt and kept 
out of his Houſe, ſo that he is fore d to wander 
and beg in D. and thence is ſent to A he is to be 
ſettled in B. for this was by Compulſion. A Man 
with his Wife and Children, takes an Houſe in 
one Pariſh for a Year, and before the End of the 
Term is put out of Poſſeſſion, and then gocth im- 


to another Pariſh, where the Woman uw a Barn

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is deliver'd of a Child; this thruſting out of 
Poſſeſſion was an illegal unſettling, therefore they 
mult be ſent to the Pariſh where they were la{t 
lawfully ſettled. Keſolv. 24. 

A miſtaken Settlement is no Settlement at all. 
Therefore if a Rogue be taken and. examin'd, 
and faith his Birth 1s at D. and it cannot appear. 
otherwiſe, but he confeſſeth truly that his laſt 
Place of Habitation was at S. whereupon he is 
whip'd and ſent to S. and at his coming to S. the 
Place of his Birth is known to be V. in this Calc: 
he muſt be ſent to M. 

No Settlement can be legal in any Pariſh, 
when the Reſidence of the Party lis obſcure and 
uncertain, as coming now and then, and lying 
in Barns and Outhouſes, Cc. 

As to the Alteration of the Law: as to ſome of 
theſe Points, vide infra, under the Statute of, 
14 Car. 2. c. 12. and 1 Fac. 2. and 3 & 4 Willielmi

No Settlement can be where the Party is under 
Diſturbance by the Officers: Vid. 3 & 4 Will. & 
Mar. infra. ; 

Note, They that are ſent from one Pariſh to 
another, muſt be offer'd to' the Churchwardens 
and Overſeers of the Poor of the Place, &c. and 
not to any other Perſon. * 

Note alſo, It was-deliver'd by Sir Francis Harvey 
at Summer Aſlizes at Cambridge, 1629, that the 
Juſtices of Peace (eſpecially out of their Seſſions). 
were not to. meddle. cither with removing or 
ſettling of any Poor, but only Rogues. Del:. 
p. 158. Some hold the next Juſtice of the Peace 
may give Order in it, and upon Appeal the 
Quatter-Sellions ſhall fully take Order therein. 
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H. being a Labouring Man, and having an 
Abode at T. goeth to work, (vis.) to make Brick 
with his Family to E. where he died; T. and E.

An Order was made by two ſuſtices for ſettling 
a poor Perſon at ſuch a Place, and that Order 
was confirm'd at the Seſlions; and now it was 
mov'd to ſet aſide that Order, but the Court 
would not enter into the Merits of the Cauſe. 
The Order ot Seſſions being a final Determina- 
tion, unleſs upon the face of the Order ſome 
Error had appear'd in point of Form.

Settlement as to Wives and Children, where the Hu- 
band is a Servant, Rogue, &c. | 


Regularly the Wife is to be ſent to, and ſettled 
with, the Husband where he is ſettled, tho' he be 
there but as an Inmate or a Servant. If he ben 
Rogue, ſhe ſhall be ſent to him; if the Hnsband 
be a Rogue, and the Wite not, ſhe muſt be tent 
to the Place ot her laſt Settlement ſo long as the 
Husband is in Bridewell, and then to be ſent to 
him where he 1s ſettled. 

If the Husband hath an Houſe in A. and lives 
there by Night, but is in Covenant to ſerve a 
Maſter in B. and he is there all the Day, in this 
Caſe ſhe is to continue in 4. but if he take an 
Houſe in B. ſne muſt be ſettled with him. b 


1 If 
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If a Man hireth an Houſe in 4. and being 
there with his Wife and Children, he afterwards 
{hall bind himſelf as a Servant with one dwelling 
in B. yet his Wife and Children are not to be 
ſent to B. or plac'd there, but are to remain ſtill 
at A. where they were once ſettled ; otherwiſe if 
the Husband had hird an Houte in B. Dalt. 
ult. Edit. 158. 

If a Child be born, or be a Servant in B. it's a 
Settlement there whether the Father be impotent 
or not; but it not appearing whether the Child 
were above or under ſeven Years old, the Order 
was quaſh'd. ' Alto the Juſtices cannot ſend the 
Child to the Father, but muſt order Contribu- 
tions to be levy'd on the Father at P. (where he 
liv'd, to be fent to B.) and Kelynge and More- 
ton ſaid, the Wife and Children may be ſettled in 
one Place, and the Husband in another ; but 
Twiſden conceiv'd, if the Husband be ſettled in 
another Pariſh as a Servant, the Children not 
ſettled may be ſent to him. 2 Bult. 357. 2 Keb.

Regularly all Children are to be ſent to, and 
ſettled with, the Parents, 

Children above ſeven Years old, if begging 
and vagrant with the Parents, are to go to Bride- 
well with them; if under, to the Place where 
they laſt paſs'd through without Puniſhment. 

If Children unſettled have no Parents, or the 
Parents cannot be found, they muſt go to the 


Place of their laſt Settlement; but otherwile, 


young Children whoſe Parents are dead, and 
were ſettled, in that Place are they to be ſettled, 


and ſet at work, where the Parents dwelt 4 the

Settlement as to Servants. 


If a Woman unmarry'd be hird weekly or 
half-yearly in a Pariſh, and there ſhe hap to be 


gotten with Child, and then goeth into another 
Fariſh, where ſhe is ſettled in Service or other- 
wiſe two or three Months, and then ſhe appears 
to be with Child; in this Caſe the is to be ſettled 
in this Place, and not in the Place where ſhe was 
got with Child. Reſol, 12. 

| It a Maid- ſervant be got with Child at A. by 


one of the ſame Pariſh, and both their Times of 


Service end, and they marry, and then the Man 
is retain' d in Service at B. and the Woman is de- 
liver'd of her Child in A. In this Caſe, ſhe and 
her Child ſhall be ſettled with the Father at B.

This Act conſiſts of three Parts: | 

1. Supplemental and Explanatory. of the Laws, 
as to Settleuients. 

2. Dircctive, as to the Poor being enter'd in- 
to Pay and Relief, and who thall be ſo relieved, 
and how long. 

3. Enabling the Pariſhioners to hecome Wits 
neſſes in a Suit, for recovering of Money mig 
ſpent by Charchwardeus and Overſeers. 
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Be it Enacted, That the forty Days Continnance 
of ſuch Perſon in a Pariſh or Town, intended by the 
ſaid Alt to make a Settlement, &c. By the Statute 
of 14 Car. 2. c. 12. If forty Days elaps'd, with- 
out 8 to a Juſtice of Peace, and Di- 
fturbance, then 11 was a good Settlement - If the 
Diſturbance was within forty Days, tho' Proſe- 
cution was not till after, it's no good Settlement.

Order made by the Juſtices ſhall be confirmed at

Fones, Jultice, at Gloceſter A ſſizes, con- 
firmed the laſt Order made at Seſſions, which was 
final, and no Appeal to be admitted againſt 1t. 
And ſo was Pridgeon's Caſe of Lincolnſhire : 
Pridgeon being exanuned, was found by two Ju- 
ſtices to be the reputed Father of a Baſtard-Child ; 
they made an Order againſt him, for Al- 
lowance, &c. Afterwards he appeals to the Seſ- 
ſions, where Pridgeon was diſcharged, and ano- 
ther was found tc be the reputed Father, and an 
Order made againſt him. Afterwards at another 
Seſſions of the Peace, upon a Re- examination, 
another Order was made again{t the laſt Order, 
whereby Pridgeon was found again to be the re- 
puted Father, and ſo ordered to maintain the 
Child, and if he did not perform it, ſhould be 
committed; he was committed, and brought his 
Habeas Corpus, Pridgeon appcals to the Judges of 
the King's Bench. Kefolv/d, That Pridgeon thall 
be freed from the ſecond Order at Seſſions, it be- 
ing illegal; and the firſt Order made by the 


Quarter-Sefſions, upon Appeal to them, to ſtand

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in Force, and no Appeal to be admitted againſt it, 
the ſame being final, and not to be alter d by the 
Judges of Aſſie.

It was reſolyv d upon the Statute 18 Elix. c. 3. 
That the Juſtices of Peace at their Seſſions, nor 
the Judges of Aſſize, have Power to meddle with 
Baſtard- Children, but upon Appeal and Settling; 
but this is to be done by the two next Juſtices. 
Paſch. 8 Car. 1. B. R. Bonber and Painter. 

But ſuppoſe two ſuch Juſtices cannot agree 
upon their Order, what is then to be done? As, 
ſuppoſe they cannot agree upon the reputed Fa- 
ther, G c. Some think it fit that ſuch Difference 
ſhould be reterred to the Hearing of the whole 
Bench, ſo the Matter to be re-examined by them, 
and what Order therein ſhall be ſet down by the 
Bench, the ſame to Rand good ; but I like the 
other Opinion beſt, which is (as is conceived) the 
Words of the Statute being in the Disjunctive, 
Two Fuſtices of Peace in or next to the Limits, &c.

Then they of Longden ſent the Child to Twyningy 
and they of Twyning ſent the Child (being under 
the Age. of three Years) to Tewksbury, and they 
ſent it back to Tuyning. Keſolv d at the Aſlizes, 
9 July, 8 Car. An. 1682. The Child regularly is 
to be kept where it was born, if no Practice was 
usd to have it born there; but if by Practic 
then it is to be kept by the Pariſh where ſhe did 
dwell, and where ſhe was got with Child, and 
which uſed ſuch Practice, and that is the Pariſh 
of Twyning, And lo it was ordered. 

And in * Term, 3 Aane, a Caſe was thus: 
viz, A poor Woman with Child was removed 
from the Pariſh of Weſtbury to the Pariſh of Cof- 
ham, by Order of two Juſtices near Weſtbury; and 
before the Seſſions, ſhe was brought to Bed at 
Coftham, and afterwards the Order was quaſh'd on 
Appeal at the Sefſions. And fr Cur. The Child

A Man is charged to be the reputed Father of a 
Baſtard by Order of two Juſtices ; he appeals to 
the Seſſions, and prays a Day to another Seſſions 
to bring in his Proofs ; and beſides giving a Day, 
nothing is done. Now the Queſtion was, If the 
Court might give him Relief at another Scſſions ? 
And at the Aſſizes, per Walter Chiefi Baron, re- 
ſolv'd, That the next Seſſions, after the two 
Juſtices Order, muſt relieve him, or none elſe 
could.

A Maid-Servant was gotten with Child by 
one R. at D. and the Child born there; &. take 
the Child from the Mother, and puts it to Nurſe, 
and marries another Woman,and. keeps the Child 
with him ten or cleven Years together, and died, 
leaving a Wife and divers Children, which the 
was not able to maintain, but they were reliev'd 
by the Pariſh.

For though Vagrants as well as Vagabonds, |

was intended one, whoſe Place of Settlement or 
Birth may be found on B ation, as is direct- | 
ed, Sect.

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End of the Reign of Richard 1. circumvented by 
them, and forced to retreat to the Caſtle of Ro- 
thelent in Flintſhire, where they ſtraitly beſieged 
him. He preſently ſends to his Conſtable of 
Cheſhire, viz. one Reger Lacy, who for his fierce 
Spirit was ſurnamed Hell, ordering him to bring 
What Forces he could preſently get together for 
his Relief; whereupon, it being Midſummer: day, 
and a great Fair then held at Geſfer, Roger gets 
together a tumultuous Rout of Fidlers, 3 
Coblere, and debauched Perſons, both Men and 
Women, and marches immediately towards the 
Earl ; and the Welſh perceiving a great Multitude 
coming, raiſed the Siege and fled. | 
The Earl being thus freed, comes back with 
his Conſtable to Cheſter, and by a Charter gives 
him Power over all the Fidlers, Letchers, Whores 
and Shooemakers in Chefter, in Reward and Me- 
anory of this Service, to him and his Hens. 
Afterwards about the End of King John, or 
beginning of Henry III. Roger Lacy being dead, 
= Son John by Deed grants to one Hugh Dutton, 
his Steward, and to his Heirs, the Rule and Au- 
thority of all the Letchers and Whores in all 
Cheſhire in theſe Words: Sciant 27 an & futuri 
quod <0 Johannes Conſtabularius Ceſtriæ dedi & con- 
ceſſt & hac præſenti Charta mea confirmadi Hugont 
de Dutton, & Heredibus ſuis Magiſtratum omnium

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But Time hath ſomewhat. moderated, this Cu- 
Rom ; for though the Grant to Dutton mentions 
Letchers and Whorcs, yet the Privilege and Cu- 
tom uſed and claimed of late, has been only. 
over common Fidlers and Minſtrels of Chefter and 
Cheſhire, which Privilege and Authority is en- 
joyed by the Heirs of Dutton to this Day; who. 
in Memory thereof keep a yearly Court at Cheſter 
on Midſummer or St. John's Day, being Cheſter 
Fair, and in a ſolemn Manner ride attended 
through the City to St. John's Church, with all 
the Minſtrelſy of the whole County playing be- 
fore them, and then at the Court renew their Li-- 
cenſes yearly. For to this Purpaſe a Court is al- 
ſo then held, where all the Fidlers and Minſtrels 
of the City and County are to attend and play, 
before the Lord of Dutton, and none ought to- 
uſe their Minſtrelſy, either within the City or 
County of Cheſhire, but by an Order and Licenſe:
